General Gomez added that he had ar- 
rived at this decision with great reluctance 
and with the most friendly feelings toward 
General Brooke personally and officially, 
jut he felt he could no longer represent 
the Cuban army because a caba] composed 
of many subordinate commanders existed 
to oppose and, if possible, defeat the plans 
for partitioning the money. He explained 
that former members of the Cuban mili- 
tary assembly, led by Mayla Rodriguez, 
Manuel Sanguilly, Juan /Gaulberto and 
other malcontents, had organized a 
majority of the officers against him ap- 
parently, and though he (Gomez) might 
persist and possibly carry the payment to 
a successful conclusion, he was disgusted 
and wished to wash his hands of the whole 
business. Therefore he thought best to 
leave Genera} Brooke free, as the latter 
could act with equal effectiveness. i 
General Brooke expressed sympathy with 
General Gomez and said he regretted the 
position fie had taken. It was then mu- 
tually agreed that General Gomez will 
issue a manifesto to the Cuban army to- 
morrow. After it has been issued General 
Brooke may make a declaration concern- 
ing the manner in which he will proceed. 
He is determined not to be trified with. 
He has the rolls of the private and non- 
commissioned officers who are willing to 
accept $75 each and this amount will be 
offered on the alternative of forcible dis- 
armament. 

The Society of Veterans of Independence, 
which is merely the old military assembly 
under a new name, held an inaugural meet- 
ing last night under the presidency of Gen- 
eral Fernando Frey re de Andrade, who 
acted as president of the assembly at which 
meeting Generals Lacret, Cisneros, Juan 
Gomez and Leyte Vadel and others were 
present. The proceedings were devoted to 
drawing up an agrement that is to be pro- 
posed at a meeting to be held this evening. 

The Cuban national party is holding meet- 
ings in all the city wards this evening. 

In spite of the situation brought about 
by the attitude of Gomez, stocks remain 
firm, with a rising tendency. English syn- 
dicates are trying to buy all the railroads, 
and an offer of 10 per cent premium has 
been made for the Sabanilla, Cardenas and 
Jucaro line, but this was refused. The local 
banks have received orders to buy all stock 
offered,

U. S. TROOPS ORDERED INTO CITY. 


Cubans Abuse Captain of the Port at 
Cienfuegos Bitterly. 

Cienfuegos, May 15.—At 5 o'clock this af- 
ternoon a gang of Cuban dock laborers 
called upon Captain Barker, captain of the 
port, and made a demand for back pay. 
As they were violent, Captain Barker 
drew his revolver. The laborers retired, 
but returned soon after with fifty others 
and made a similar demand, using profane 
and obscene language, insulting Captain 
Barker and offering threats. 

The Cuban police were ordered to arrest 
the malcontents and a general fight fol- 
lowed, in which one laborer was _ killed 
and several were wounded, including three 
members of the Cuban police force. As 
the Cuban populace became very insulting 
and threatened revenge, an outbreak was 
expecied and the Second United States in- 
fantry regiment was ordered into the city. 
The troops are patrolling the town this 
evening. 
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Don’t Want To Give Up Arms. 


‘Santiago, Cuba, (May 16.—Considerable 
dissatistaction is expressed here over the 
demand by the United States government 
that the Cuban soldiers relinquish their 
arms before receiving their shares in the 
distribution of the $3,000,000. La Indepen- 
dencia and other papers publish excited ar- 
ticles protesting against the acceptance of 
any such proposal. On all sides among 
the Cubans of Santiago violent expressions 
are heard regarding what is termed ‘‘the 
niggardly conduct of the Americans.” 


PONCE PAPER ATTACKS HENRY. 


Davis Issues an Order Rescinding Lib- 


erty of Porto Rican Press. 

San Juan, Porio Rico, May 15.—The Dem- 
ocracta, of Ponce, the organ of Senor Luis 
Munoz Rivera, former president of the 
Porto Rican insular cabinet, who is now in 
the United States, publishes a letter from 
him jn reference to the recall of Major 
General Guy V. Henry, recently governor 
general of Porto Rico. The letter ‘says: 

“Who does not know that the government 
in the hands of such a man was like the 
web of a Penlope, now wovenand after- 
wards torn or unraveled? Who does not 
remember a thousand errors which tne 
insuiar secretaries could not repair? These 
are the real reasons for the recali—reasons

“General Henry wished to remain in Porto 
Rico. I do not wish General Henry any 
ill; but [I do not want the island of Porio 
Rico transterred into a lunatic asylum.” 

The publication of this letter has caused 
as much surprise as criticism, as General 
Henry left the island after a magniticent 
demonstration of good will on the part of 
the Porto Ricans. General Davis, the new 
governor general, will rescind the order 
issued recently giving liberty to the press.

Admiral Farragut’s Hartford Will Be 
‘Used as Training Boat. 
Washington, May 15—Admiral Farragut’s 
famous old flagship Hartford, which for 
Many years has been on the Pacific coast, 
is coming east. She has been selected as a 
training ship for the landsmen, and will be 
placed under command of Captain Hawley, 
at present attached to the navigation bu- 

reau of the navy department. 

The landsmen to be trained on the Hart- 
ford will be recruited almost entirely in 
the central west and lake states. The ves- 
sel has been completely modernized.

New York, May 15.—Eighty United States 
engineers from the barracks at Fort Tot- 
ten, Wiilets Point, started for the Philip- 
pine islands today under the command of 
Lieutenant Charles Lofter, of the Ibwen- 
ty-first United States infantry, which is 
now at Manila. The engineers are vol- 
unteers and came from companies B and 
De of the Willets Point corps. 

The men will travel to San Francisco by 
rail and are due to sail on the transport 
Sherman on May 22d. They expect to be 
in Manila in seven weeks. They go to

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AGUINALDO IS NOW MISSING. 


THE INSURGENT LEADER HASN’T 
BEEN HEARD FROM RECENTLY. 
Two Weeks Ago He Fled Northward 
and Is Yet Unaccounted 
For. 

New York, May 16.—A dispatch to The 
Herald from San Miguel, via Manila, says: 
It is said Aguinaldo has fled into the 

province of Neuva Ecija. 

On April 29th he retreated by carriage 
from Balinad through San Isidro, and 
nothing has been heard from him in the 
two weeks since. The 5,000 Spanish pris- 
oners who are reported to be held by the 
insurgents have been carried into a north- 
ern province and scattered along small gar- 
risons. They are beyond American succor 
this season unless a Filipino surrender 
takes place within three weeks. 

Five American prisoners were carried 
through this town last week. Their names 
are unknown. 


IN PLACE OF SPANISH GARRISON. 


United States Troops Will Now Be Sta- 
tioned at Zamboanga. 
Washington, May 15.—It is expected at 
the war department that General Otis will 
take steps at once to replace the Spanish 
garrison at Zamboanga with United States 
troops. The indications are that a compar- 
atively small force will suffice, provided that 
it is supported by one of two gunboats. 
The place is one of the greatest strategic 
importance, being the capital of the island 
of Mindanao, the second largest in the Phil- 
It was 
to this point that the Spanish forces re- 
treated from Iloilo when the town was 
evacuated without notice to the American 
forces. The town is easily defensible with 

a small artillery force. 

The fact that the insurgents are in pos- 
session of rapid fire guns makes the situa- 
tion at Zamboanga more serious, but it is 
not believed here that. they have a large 
supply of ammunition necessary to operate 
the weapons, which will consequently pbe- 
come useless to them. 

Through unofficial agents, the govern- 
ment here has been quietly making investi- 
gation into the state of affairs in the Sulu 
group, south of the Visayas islands, with 
a view of determining whether by good 
management the inhabitants cannot be 
brought into allegiance to the United States 
without insurrections. The natives are 
generally Mohammedans and owe allegiance 
to a sultan whom the Spaniards have never 
been able to bring into more than nominal 
submission. He maintains a harem and 
lives in state and it is probable that an 
annuity will have to be provided for him 
owt of the revenues of the island after the 
United States takes possession. 
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LAST PAYMENT MADE TO SPAIN. 


Indemnity Money Has Been Charged 
Up to Trade Balance. 

New York, May 15.—The fourth and last 
of the $5,000,000 treasury warrants paid to 
Spain for the Philippine islands was pre- 
sented at the National City bank today 
by a representative of the French em- 
bassy. This draft will pass through the 
clearing house jn tomorrow’s exchange. 

Not one dollar of the $15,000,000 already 
paid to Spain has really gone out of this 
country, the entire transaction having 
been conducted on the basis of foreign ex- 
change, and as there has been a large 
trade balance in favor of this country in 
about every one of the continental money 
markets, the indemnity money has been 
charged against these balances. 
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CANNON MUST GO BACK TO SPAIN 
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Guns Captured in Philippines Are To 
Be Returned to Original Owners. 

Washington, May 15.—Many applications 
have been made to the war department 
requesting that all useless cannon cap- 
tured in the Philippines be turned over to 
the states as trophies of the regiments 
making the capture. 

Requests of this character came from 
many of the western states and Secretary 
Alger cabled General Otis asking what 
there was in the way of such pieces and 
has received a reply stating that under the 
terms of the peace treaty all obsolete can- 
non are to be turned over to the Spanish 
government. 

This would include nearly all the pieces 
taken in Manila, as the filipinos have few 
such guns in their army.

McIntyre and wife and J. H. Murtagh, 
of New Orleans; L. F. Dreyfus and wife, 
of Cleveland, Miss., and Mrs, 
Hot Springs, All are now believed to be out 
of danger. 


PEANUT OPTIONS ARE EXTENDED 


Virginia Trade May Soon Pass Into 
Hands of a Combine. 
Norfolk, Va., May 15.—For fully a year 
there has been talk of the formation of 
a trust to control the peanut trade in Vir- 
ginia and for some time options have been 
held upon nearly, if not all, the clearing 

houses in the state. 

These options have been extended once 
or twice, and the last renewal expired to- 
day. Charles E. W. Smith, of New York, 
who has been promoting the deal, is in 
the city and has secured an extension of 
the options until June.

PAWNEE BILL’S WILD WEST 
SHOW ATTEMPTS A PARADE. 


Princeton Has Unwritten Law Against 
Such Things and a Riot 
Ensues.

Princeton, N. J., May  15.—Princeton 
students and Pawnee Bill’s ‘‘Wild West’’ 
employees indulged in a pitched battle 
today, and continuous and serious rioting 
was prevented only by the presence of men 
with cool heads and the action of Pres- 
ident Patton, of Princeton university, 
later in the day calling a mass meeting 
of all of the students. ; 

For fifty years it has been an unwritten 
law of Princeton that ». circus parade 
must pass through the streets. Every 
show proprietor in making his dates has 
always left Princeton from the list, for 
it had been a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the students would enforce the 
unwritten law. 

This morning Pawnee Bill’s Wild West 
violated tradition and paraded. The re- 
sult was the fiercest battle Princeton has 
seen in many years. When posters were 
hung up a few days ago announcing the 
advent of Pawnee Bill it was at first con- 
sidered a joke. Finally, when it became 
know that the management of the show 
was really in earnest, the town authort- 
ties fearing trouble, advised the circus 
men not to attempt a parade. This aa- 
vice was unheeded. 

As a result of today’s: fight one man is 
unconscious and may die, and a number of 
students and employees of the show are 
nursing wounds received in the fray. 

That the show would be upset at night 
seemed a certainty until this afternoon 
when President Patton called a mass meet- 
ing .of all under-graduates and the fac- 
ulty, and the result of the meeting indi- 
cates that the show will leave town un- 
molested, but it will have lost money, for 
word has been passed through the town 
that no one is to enter the tent, and the 
towns people who are in sympathy with 
the students are a unit in refusing to at- 
tend. 


GERMAN EDITOR GOES TO PRISON 


Kaiser Prosecutes Writer Who Causes 


Reader To Laugh. 

Berlin, May 15.—Herr Maximillian Har- 
den, editor and publisher of The Zukunft, 
has begun to serve the six months’ im- 
prisonment to which he was sentenced on 
November 4th last, after having been con- 
victed of lese majeste in comparing the 
emperor to a.poodle prince and on other 
charges. 

In the prosecution of Herr Harden four 
charges of lese majeste were brought 
against him, and four articles written by 
him were particularly resented. They were 
‘“‘Pudel Majestat,’’ in which he compared 
the emperor to a poodle prince; ‘‘Anden 
Kaiser,’’ in which he personally addressed 
the emperor, complaining that he had been 
charged with lese majeste for writing the 
first article; ‘‘Der Wahrheit Ache,’’ written 
anonymously, and ‘“‘Gross Vaters Uhr,” in 
which Bismarck’s case was introduced.

Peace Conference Holds Its First Sit-

The Hague, May 15.—M. De Staal, the 
Russian ambassador to the court of St.

Washington, May 15.—The supreme court 
of the United States today decided the 
prize money case of the French steamer 
Olinde Rodriguez, the first of the naval 
prize money cases growing out of the Span- 
ish war to reach the court, 

The decision was announced by Chief 
Justice Fuller, and directed that the vessél 
captured off San Juan, Porto Rico, on the 
17th of Juiy last, and has been held since by 
this government, shall be returned to its 
owners on the ground that it was not 
proven that the steamer’s officers intended 
to enter the blockaded port.

One of the children had to be laid in 
the bottom of the wagon and the other 
held its hands over its head, for the flesh 
had been burned off to the bone. 

A city physician was summoned to give 
medical attention to the children. The old- 
est of the four was not over eight years 
of age, and the youngest was about two 
years old. 

The eldest child had afl the flesh burned 
from its legs in several places and could 
not stand alone, 

The second to the oldest was lacerated

The third child was burned on the arms 
and hands, and on both hands all the flesh 
below the fingers had been burnéd to a 
crisp.

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KAUTZ’S REPORT

Americans and Englishmen Fought

Washington, May 15.—Secretary Long to- 
day made public so much of a recent report 
from Admiral Kautz upon Samoan affairs 
as touches the killing of a number of Amer- 
ican sailors by Matafan adherents near 
Apia on the Ist of April. 

The report is an elaboration of the de- 
scription of the affair which was cabled 
at the time by the Associated Press trom 
Auckland. Ne mention is made at any 
point of the reported participation in the 
affray of the German, Hufnagle, the man- 
of the plantation where the fight 
occurred, It is shown that the failure of 
the Colt gun ta work properly was in a 
the cause of the -American 
and British defeat. 

Admral Kautz says the expedition was 
projected by Captain Sturdee, of the Por- 
For several nights preceding, the 
sentries had been fire@ upon by the natives, 
and it became necessary to drive the ag- 
gressors away. Admiral Kautz says that 
it was the opinion of all the «fficers who 
had the matter in charge that the foree 
was ample to do the work without risk, es- 
was to move out ilong the 
beach and return the same day, under the 
protection of the guns of H. M. 8S. Royalist. 
It say, the admiral, that 
after Lieutenants Freeman and Lansdale 
had conferred together, they did what they 
deemed best under the circumstances, and 
the disaster that followed could not be 
foreseen. 

Almiral Kautz appends the reports of the 
surviving officers of the expedition, which 
Were transmitted by Captain White, of the 
Philadelphia. In his letter of transmittal 
the captain commends in the strongest 
terms the work of Passeg Assistant Sur- 
geon G. A. Lung. He says; 

“At times when the fire from the eoneeal- 
ed ‘natives was thickest, and at all times, 
by his example, he encouraged tne young 
and inexperieneed men to the ocroper per- 
formance of duty. On the completion of 
the work of his profession, ie assumed 
command of our blue jackets and marched 
them to the United States consulate."’ 

Captain White describes at some length 
the happenings of April list, as gathered 
from a close examination of the jetty of- 
ficers and men engaged in the fight. He 
that several excursions had been 
made into the beach back of Apia during 
the last March, Very few natives 
had been observed, and when seen they al- 
ways fled when fired upon by the Colt «uto- 
matic gun. Lieutenant Lansdale set great 
Store by the gun, and frequently operated 
it himself. Says Captain White: 

“He appears to have depended ercctly 
upon the gun when the party was ambush- 
ed. on April Ist. Twice it did not work, 
and time was lost in overhauling it, and 
great delay was consumed In trying to get 
it through the wire fence. Lieutenant 
Lansdale was loath to abandon it, put the 
fire was so galling that before he was 
wounded he was compelled to seatter the 
important parts and leave it behind. Pru- 
dence led him to deploy his men 'n epen or- 
der.: The ‘thicket was so dense that after 
the order for retreat was sounded it was 
not possible for the groups to render euch 
other mutual support. 

Lieutenant Lansdale was wounded be- 
low ine Knee soon after the Colt was aban- 
doneg and rendered incapable of marching. 
He was assisted by his men; one of them, 
N. E. Edsell, an ordinary seaman, was 
mortally wounded while doing so. It is not 
clear when Mr. Lansdale received the 
wound in his chest. It is in evidence most 
Clear that when Ensign Monaghan discov- 
ered that Lieutenant Lansdale was wound- 
ed he used his best endeavors to convey 
him to the rear, and seizing a rifle from 
a disabled soldier, made a brave de7ense, 
but undoubtedly he fell very shortly after 
joining him, and the hostiles fluahea with 
success bore down on our men in this vi- 
cinity. The men were not sufficient in 
numbers to hold out any longer. and thev 
were forced along by a fire which seemed 
impossible to withstand. Ensign Mona- 
ghan did stand. He stood steadfast by his 
wounded supertor and friend: ore rifle 
against many—one brave man against a 
score of savages. He knew he was coon ed. 
He could not yield. He lied in heroie per- 
formance of duty. 

“The number of cartridges fired be each 
of the blue jackets averaged thirty. From 
what appears to be rellable authority, for- 
ty of the assailants were killed and thirtv 
wounded. This information was obtained 
several days after the engagement. When- 
ever our men covuid get cover they turned 
and fired.’’ 

The British story of the affair ig told 
briefly by Lieutenant G, FE. Cave, in an in- 
closed report’ made to Captain Stuart. of 
H. M. 8. Téapranga, and contains no infor- 
mation beyond that set out in the report of 
the American officers.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“Among other things that the war with 
Spain has done for us,” remarked a gen- 
tleman yesterday, ‘‘is to coin a brand new 
lot of slang phrases. I was standing in the 
Kimball house the other afternoon, when 
the sight of a small boy weeping profusely 
and digging his dirty little paws in his eyes 
attracted my attention and sympathy. 

“ ‘What's the matter, sonny?’ I asked. 

‘* ‘cot mustered out dis afternoon!’ he ex- 
claimed between sobs of anguish. 

‘‘*Mustered out?’ said I, not comprehend- 
ing. ‘Why, what do you mean?’ 

‘““'De boss said I wuz too little ter do de 
work, so he gimme a honorable discharge 


and mustered me out!’ 

“Then, for the first time, it dawned upon 
me that he meant he'd lost his job! 

‘Another illustration is found in various 
terms of contempt used by small boys. The 
other day I was at the ball game. The 
crowd was divided into two factions—each 
rooting vigorously for its favorite. The 
small boy, of course, was very much in evi- 
dence, and his piping voice and shrill de- 
risive yells were heard on all sides. The 
first baseman of one of the teams, who had 
been playing a particularly good game, sud- 
denly muffed a ball, and the error cost a 
run. Groans from the bleachers greeted the 
play, and cat-calls and hisses arose from 
the crowd. Suddenly, when quiet had been 
restored, the high, falsetto voice of a ragged 
urchin broke forth in accents of dire mali- 
ciousness: 

‘*Hi-dere, yer Spaniard, youse can't play 
ball er little bit!’ 

“The sally was so unexpected, and the 
voice of the boy so earnest, that it evokeda 
general laugh, 


“Speaking of slang,’’ continued the speak- 
er, “it is interesting to trace its origin, and 
in this connection: you will find that the 
bulk of slang phrases are due to great 
movements or new departures in our his- 
tory. Take, for instance, the exodus to the 
west during the mining craze in California. 
This period of American history is richer by 
far in suggestive slang than any other. Take 
such phrases, for instance, as ‘played out,’ 
‘didn’t pan out,’ ‘passed in his checks.’ 
‘“‘vamoose,’ and a horde of others. All came 
from mining or poker terms used by the 
argonauts of ‘49, and all have a deep signifi- 
cance. They need no explaining, for they 
speak for themselves. 

“Going back further, the word ‘yankee,’ 
which at best fs but a piece of slang, had 
its origin at a critical period when this 
country was in its formative state. In 
the same degree the civil war was prolific 
of new and suggestive phrases, many of 
which, like the lingo of the California 
miners, have come to be engrafted on 
to the language and are now considered the 
best of English. 

“Ten years from now I should not be at 
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all surprised to see the slang of the Span- 


the standard dictionaries.”’

A few months ago it was Apostle George 
Teasdale, of Nephi, an _  ecclesiastic of 
seventy, who had a gir) bride besides four 
older wives. 

A little later Apostle John W: Taylor in- 
troduced a Miss Christensen, of Gunnison, 
Utah, who had just become a mother, as 
his wife. The apostle already had at least 
two in Salt Lake City. 

Now the biggest churchman in Zion is 
said to be ‘“‘iiving up’’ to what every mem- 
ber of the Cannon family so thoroughiy 
believes In and preaches. President Angus 
M. Cannon is a very much married man, 
éven in a polygamous state. 

State Senator Mattie Hughes (Cannon), 
who, it will be remembered, was voted for

Freight and Passenger Trains in Head- 
Eod Collision. 


THREE MEN WERE INJURED 


All Jumped from Train When They 
Saw Their Danger. 


FREIGHT TRAIN FARED THE WORST 


Engine, Tender and Several Cars Were 
Smashed—Passenger Engine 
Badly Crippled. 


Malton, Ga., May 15.—(Special.)—There 
Was a very bad wreck on the Southern 
railway up at Waring Swith, four miles 
above Dalton, this morning a little after 4 
o'clock. Fortunately no lives were lost, 
though three of the road’s employees were 
badly hurt. The injured are: 

Engineer Thomas Jones, of Atlanta, bad 
fracture of collar bone, caused by Jumping 
from the engine. 

Gus Seaborn, negro brakeman, of At- 
lanta, bad scalp wound and severe sprain- 
Ing of wrists, caused by jumping. 

N. C. Gray, negro fireman, of Atlanta, 
severe bruises and badly sprained knees, 
caused by jumping. 

The northbound passenger was standing 
On the track at Waring wating for a 
freight to take the siding; it was in charge 
of Engineer Tulley Waters and Conductor 
W. <A. Slate. The freight train was in 
Charge of Engineer Thomas Jones and 
Conductor N, J. Sharp. The engineer, it 
is said, read his watch wrong and thought 
he had time to run down and back into 
the siding, instead of pulling in at the 
upper end, which is a very difficult job 
there, as Waring switch is on a very heavy 
down grade. Others say he simply mis- 
understood orders and thought he was to 
meet the up passenger at Dalton. At any 
rate he came around the Waring curve at 
about fifteen miles an hour and there was 
a head-end collision before anybody on the 
Passenger train, except the engine crew, 
Knew that another train was in sight and 
the big mogul four-whee: engines, Nog, 110 
and 117, were locked together with such 
force that it took two engines and the 
wrecking crew to get them apart. The

The damage to the Passenger train was 
not beyond the wreck of the engine, but 
the freight train suffered far worse.

THEY WILL REMAIN IN SESSION 
Until 


a Suffrage Amendment Is 
Voted On. 

Montgomery, <Ala., May 15.—(Special.)— 
The house of representatives decided by 
resolution today to not adjourn until a vote 
was taken on a suffrage amendment. This 
is belfeved to imply that the house will 
pass one of the amendment bills, although 
a good many who oppose the amendment 
voted for the resolution today. The passage 
of the resolution means that the session of 
the assembly will last at least a week 
longer. 

A resolution was introduced in the house 
today to the effect that, as charges had 
been made and published that the volume of 
the journal of the house containing the 
general revenue bill had been tampered 
with, a committee of three be raised to in- 
vestigate the .matter. The resolution was 
referred to the committee on resolutions: 
The facts in the case are that local attor- 
neys were endeavoring to assail the regu- 
larity of the passage of the revenue law 
when upon a re-examination of the journal 
a marginal entry: was found which correct- 
ed the error they supposed to exist. ‘he 
assistant clerk of the house acknowledges 
that the entry is in his handwriting, but 
whether he placed it there before or after 
the book was left in the secretary of state's 
office is not apparent. The secretary of 
state, as the state’s agent, will likely be 
mandamused by persons interested in the 
bill ‘to permit the clerk to erase the mar- 
ginal notes. 

The senate has been hard at work all day 
on a proposed substitute for the Jenkins 
suffrage amendment. Senator Brown has 
proposed in Heu of the provisions of the 
Jenkins bill an amendment requiring that 
before a citizen shall be eligible to vote he 
shall have paid all of his taxes a year in 
advance. 

The senate met again tonight in discus- 
sion of the proposition, but the attendance 
dwindled to less than a quorum, and ad- 
journment became mecessary.

Southern To Purchase the Carolina 


Midland Railway. 

Columbia, 8S. C., May 15.—(Special.)—The 
rumored purchase of the Carolina Midland 
railway by the Southern is not yet an ac- 
complished fact, but it will be completed 
tomorrow morning when the Southern In- 
vestment Co., which holds all the stocks 
and bonds of the Charieston Midiand ana 
the Seivern and Knoxville railroads, will 
confirm arrangements which have already 
been made and will sell all these securities 
to the Southern Railway Company. As 
soon as practicable thereafter the officers 
of these roads will resign their positions 
and the Southern railway management will 
appoint its own officers to fill the vacan- 
cies. Possession wilt be given immediately 
Withing a fortnight after this transfer, 
and possibly within a week, the Southern 
will begin building a line from Cayes Junc- 
tion, across the river from Columbia, and 
will run a line about fifteen miles c p:- 
necting with the Carolina Midland at Per- 
ry’s Station in the corner of Aiken coun- 
ty. This line will :won be completed. 

The transaction means that the South- 
ern has adopted the Corolina Midland road 
“us a link in its Florida extension from 
‘Olumbia, and ag soon as the Hne te 
Perry’s is completed it will give Columbia 
a short and airect communication with 
Blackville, Barnwell Courthouse and Al- 
lendale, the present Southern terminus of 
the.

Bicycle Exports. 

The opening of the wheeling season gives 
eSpecial interest to some figures just pre- 
pared by the treasury bureau of statistics 
These tables, which present the statistics 
of bicycle exports during the past few 
years, show that American wheels are now 
being ridden in all parts of the world. In 
the wilds of Mexico and Central America, 
under the blazing skies of Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and other West Indian islands; across the 
pampas of Argentine, Brazil and other 
South American states: amid the densely 
populated areas of China, British East In- 
dies and Japan, and in the jungles of Afri- 
ca, the American wheel is making its way. 
Even in the great manufacturing countries 
of Europe, where workshops and skilled 
workmen abound. millions of dollars’ worth 
of American bicycles are sold each vear. 
Durine the four fiseal vears 1896, 1897. 1898 
and 1899 the exportations of American bicy- 
cles amount in round numbers to twenty 
million dollars. 

That such large numbers of a machine 
requiring such high gredes of workmanship 
in its prodnetion shonld he continuously and 
exported in competition with 
the workshops of the most successful man- 
ufacturine countries of the world is &fact 
of which American workmen and Ameri- 
cans generally mav fuativ feel proud. Four 
million dollars’ worth of American bicvcles 
will. during the fie-al vear about to end. ¢9 
to European countries. countries in which 
the manufacturing industries antedate lv 
renerations those of the Tinited States. To 
France. with all her skilled workmen and 
ingenuity, exportations of Americas bicy- 
cles in the fiscal wear 1899 will be more than 
double tn value those of 1897. while the fact 
that there has been a general lowering of 
prices indicates that in numbers the in- 
crease has heen very much greater. To 
Germany the exportations of bieyeles In 
1899 will be 60 per cent in excess of those of 
1897 though something less than those of 
1898, To other countries on the continent of 
Europe the bicycle exports of 1899 are 
per cent fn excess of those of last vear or 
the vear before. To the Tinited Kingdom 
the bievcle exports of the vear are mate- 
rially less than those of 1898, as measured 
by values, though the fall in prices proha- 
hiv accounts for much of, the anparent re- 
duction. as shown bv the figures, which 
Pive valnes exclusively and do not indicate 
the number of machines exnorted. 

Go to Manufacturing Centers. 

One curtous and interesting fact in regard 
fo the exports of bicycles illustrates the 
general tendency of ovr export trade in 
manufactures. This js the fact that a very 
large proportion of our exports of manu- 
factures. go to manufacturing countries. 
Two-thirds of our bicvcles go to countries 
which make a specialty of manufacturing 
and this export to manufacturing countries 
increasés rather than otherwise. It will Le 
remembered that predictfons were made a 
vear or two ago that the exports of bicycles 
to Japan would decrease as soon as the 
Japanese had obtained sufficient numbers 
as models for their own factories and 
tablished themselves in the manufacture of 
wheels. This nrediction, however. has not 
proven true. The exports of bicvcles to Ja- 
pan, which in the fiscal year 1897 amounted 
to $52,179, were in 1898 $88,905, and in the fis- 
cal year which ends next month will reach 
fully $130,000. 

The islands which have been brought into 
closer relations with us by the events of the 
past year, evidently appreciate bicycles as 
among the good things of the United States. 
Cuba, which in the nine months of 1897 
bought but $1,469 worth, has bought in the 
nine months of the present fiscal year $8,101 
worth of bicyveles. The exports of bicycles 
for the full fisca) year 1898 to Cuba amount 
to $9.214, to Porto Rico $3,359, to the Ha- 
Waiian islands $52,072, though to the Phil- 
ippines there seems to have been no direct 
exportation of Licycles. 

England the Best Buyer. 

The largest single buyer of our bicycles in 
the fiscal year 1898 was the United Kingdom, 
which took $1,852,166, though as already in- 
dicated the figures as to values for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will nut be as large as those 
of last year. Germany’s purchases of bicy- 
cles from us last year amounted to $1,724,404. 
Canada came next in amount of purchases 
in this line, the total being $611,402, while 
France was next with purchases amount- 
ing to $483.682; British Australasia next, 
$309, 906; Netherlands, $251,918; Denmark, 
British Africa, $148,508 British East Indies, 
$90,388; Japan, $88,905; China, $27,449; Dutch 
Kast Indies, $13,368, ad Afric&, $11,447. To 
many of these distant’ places the exports of 
bicycles in the present fiscal vear will ex- 
ceed those of last year. To Japan, as al- 
ready indicated, the present year’s exports 
are nearly 3 per cent in excess of those of 
last year; to Argentina they have more 
than doubled and to the British East In- 
dies the increase is more than 150 per cent. 


GENERAL ESTRADA’S WOUND. 
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Nicaraguan Officer Comes to New Or- 
leans for Treatment. 


New Orleans, May 15.—General Juan Es- 
trada, of Nicaragua, in charge of Dr. 
©Ocon, Was brought to this port tonight, 
suffering from a severe wound in the hip, 
which was sustained during the recent 
revolution. He is a brother of Governor 
Estrada, who was in command of the de- 
partment ef the coast at the outbreak of 
hostilities, and is, therefore, a member of 
one of the wealthiest and most influential! 
families of the Central American republic. 
The general was in command at Cape 
Gracias when General Reyes, the revolu- 
tionist leader, sent Colonel Quinto to seize 
$40,000 customs money there. In the strue- 
gle that ensued when the rebels entered 
Cape Gracias on February 22d General 
Estrada was shot twice, once through the 
hips, again through the lungs. The bones 
of both hips were shattered. When the 
revolution was suppressed he was sent to 
Bluefields, but as he gréw no better there, 
ié was brought to this city for treatment. 
He will have to undergo an operation.

Roads Will Build a Depot if City Will 
Erect a Viaduct at Whitehall 
Street—Telegram from Pres- 
i*ent Thomas, of Nash- 

ville. 


The conference between the city council 
und the representatives of the railroads 
relative to the new passenger station for 
Atlanta, at the city hall yesterday after- 
noon, resulted in a more encouraging out- 
look for the roads and city reaching some 
satisfactory agreement and the final erec- 
tion of a new station. 

While the railroad men had no proposition 
to make to the city, they stated that the 
railroads were deeply in earnest, and were 
anxious to erect a depot if the city would 


co-operate. 
The council appointed a special commit- 
tee, consisting of Mayor Woodward, Alder- 


men Rice and Turner, Councilmen Ham- 
mond, Burns and Pope, to confer with the 
railway men, and see if some plan cannot 
be adopted whereby Atlantians may have 
better terminal facilities. The rallroad men 
have been hoping that council would take 
this step for some time, as it is hard to 
reach any definite agreement with such a 
large body of men. It is now generally be- 
lieved that the committee and _ railroad 
representatives will hold a conference in 
the next few days, and that some plan will 
be agreed on that will prove a satisfactory 
solution-of the problem. 

The railroads were represented by J. Car- 
roll Payne, attorney for the Western and 
Atlantic, and Barbour Thompson, of the 
Southern railway. It was plain, from the 
statement of the former, that the only con- 
ditions on which the roads will consent to 
anew depot on the’ present site is the 
closing of Pryor street and the erection of 
a viaduct across the tracks at Whitehall 
street. The roads have about decided that 
the raised track plan is impracticable, and 
it now looks as if the viaduct plan is the 
only one that stands very much chance of 
adoption. 

As to whether the city will consent to 
erect a viaduct across Whitehall street re- 
mains to be seen. There is serious objection 
among the councilmen to closing Pryor 
street, but if the claim that the state owns 
this crossing and has the right to close it, 
irrespective of the city, be true, the council 
will have little authority in the matter. 

As a result of yesterday’s meeting, there- 
fore, the city and the roads are scarcely 
any closer together than they were before, 
except that in the appointment of the com- 
mittee. Council has indicated that it is im- 
possible to reach an agreement in one day, 
and those who have made a close study of 
the situation regard the outlook for a mag~ 
nificent new depot as favorable, 

An ordinance introduceé by Alderman 
Mayson at the meeting yesterday, and re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee, 1s not 
without significance in this connection. The 
measure prohibits switching, the making up 
of trains or the transfer of freight cars 
over the Whitehall, Pryor and Loyd street 
Crossings between the hours of 6 a m. 
and 10 p. m. It also requires all trains 
moving over these crossings to be at least 
10 feet apart. The purpose of the ordinance 
ils to dispense with the great nuisance of 
freight trains blockading the crossings dur- 
ing the business hours, and there is no 
doubt that the adoption of the measure 
would result in great inconvenience to the 
railroads, Alderman Mayson, however, be- 
eves that the people have been inconveni- 
enced long enough by these crossings, and 
he is determined to remedy the evil, if possi- 
ble. An effort was made to have the ordi- 
Nance adopted yesterday afternoon, but 
Councilmen Pope and Hammond thought 
the roads should be given a chance to be 
heard, and hence ‘he matter was referred to 
the ordinance committee. 

There is a strong sentiment in the council 
in favor of the ordinance, and its inftro~- 
duction simply shows that if the new depot 
Problem is not solved in such a manner as 
to do away with the grade crossings, the 
City will take the bit in its-own teeth and 
do a little legislation in this directiion.

The recorder has held that under exist- 
ing statutes those dealers having jn stock 
smokers’ supplies cannot keep open on 
Sunday, while the dealers not handling 
thease supplies may Keep open on Sunday. 
The tobacco men petitioned to be allowed 
to keep open, or that some uniform rule 
be adopted, and the ordinance they pre- 
sented was adopted. 

The ordinance committee, to which the 
matter was referred, rendered two reports. 
Aldermen Turner and Mayson reported in 
favo of closing all cigar stands on Sunday. 
Councilmen Hammond and Dozier reported 
in favor of the present regulations, allow- 
ing all stands to sell on the Sabbath. 
Messrs. Hammond and Dozier won by a 
vote of 6 to 12, after one of the most in- 
teresting debates ever heard in the coun- 
cil chamber. 

Councilman W, 8S. Thomson spoke for 
fully thirty minutes in favor of closing the 
cigar stands. He claimed the law allow- 
ing them to remain open Sundays was a 
violation of the state law and argued that 
from a mora] standpoint traffic on the 
Sabbath should not be encouraged or 
licensed in Atlanta. Aldermen Turner and 
Mayson spoke on the same line. Council- 
man Hammond took a more liberal view, 
claiming that while he -was in favor of 
Sunday observance, he did not think there 
was any harm in sélling cigars, tobacco 
and cigarettes on the Sabbath day. 

Colonel Robert J. Lowry was one of the 
most interesting speakers in the debate. He 
appeared before the council as a private 
citizen and urged that the people be grant- 
ed more liberties. He held that to shut up 
the shops on Sunday would injure the city 
and wanted. fruit, soda water, cigars and 
tobacco and many other articles sold on 
Sunday. He could see no harm in it. 

The vote on the question was as foilows:

Colonel Lowry Is Heard. 

Clerk Greene read the report of Messrs. 
Hammond and Dozier in favor of the pres- 
ent regulations and Colonel Robert Lowry 


was the first speaker. He said: 

“Tl come here in the interest of Atlanta. 
I have been thinking I would do this for 
some time. I saw four drummers at the 
Kimball house the other day who looked 


a great moral crevice which is growing 
wider and wider, and which if not stopped 
will lead to the very gates of hell. This 
council should not fail to take this op- 
portunity of standing before the world as 
veing in favor of Sabbath observance. I 
hope it can never be said that this body 
ever licensed traffic on the Sabbath more 
than was absolutely necessary. The Sab- 
bath was made for the Lord’s day, and 
still there are very few who observe it as 
it should be. I consider this a question of 
great importance, and the council should 
act in the fear of God.” 
Councilma; Hammond Speaks. © 

Cour.cilmar. Hammond was the next 
speaker. “Il am of tiie opinion,’’ said he, 
“that Councilman Thomson has miscon- 
strued the situation. We are simply dis- 
cussing whether to sell pipes and cigar- 
ettes, or cigars and tobacco on Sunday. 
It is no proof of ungodliness when a man 
votes for the sale of these articles on Sun- 
day. Il am in favor of Sunday observance— 
always have been, but l am not in favor of 
drawing the line too closely. I think At- 
lanta is the best regulated and the most 
godly city Lever saw, and we had better 
let well enough alone. The city is now in 
a good mora) condition, and to tamper with 
the regulations, to make them even more 
severe might result in a reaction that would 
result in a much worse state of affairs. It 
is true that six days are set apart for labor, 
and when a man works from 7 o'clock in 
the morning until 7 o’clock in the evening 
those six days, I think he should have 
some recreation on the seventh. Let him 
read the Sunday newspaper. It is good for 
him. 1 see no harm in the’Sunday papers. 
Let him get his cigar, his.soda water or his 
street car ride if he wants it. I do not be- 
lieve in shutting everything up as Colonel 
Thomson suggests. If the people did not 
have this means of recreation they would 
invariably do something worse.”’ 

Alderman Turner thought the open shops 
were a violation of the laws of the state 
and of the Creator. There were fifty places 
open in Atlanta Sunday, he said, to teach 
the word of God, and 175 places open at the 
same time in violation of the law of God. 
He strongly urged the closing of all tobac- 
co stands on Sunday, 

Alderman Mayson spoke along the same 
line, laying much stress on the fact the 
tobacco men were willing to close. 

Councilman burns believed in Sunday ob- 
servance, but through al] the discussion 
was off the question. He stated the issue 
Was simply whether a man shoulc smoke 
a pipe, cigarette or cigar on Sunday. 

Councilman Thomson had made the point 
of order the report of the committee could 
not be acted on because it was in violatioa 
of the state law. Mayor Pro Tem. Mitchell 
ruled that the council would have to settle 
this point, as it Was rot within his province 
to decide what goods were necessary or 
would come under the head of eharity,. 

Councilman Hammond moved that the 
report of the committee favoring the pres- 
ent regulations be adopted. Alderman Tur- 
ner made the point the paper would have 
to go to the aldermanic board. Assistant 
City Attorney Peadleton did not think it 
was an aldermanic paper. The vote was 
then taken and was as stated, 

Alderman ‘Turner gave notice that he 
would ask for a reconsideration of the sub- 
ject at the next meeting of council. It is 
probable, therefore, that another lively dis- 
cussion will be held.

The council] 
appropriated $400 for the enforcement of 
the dog law and it {ts probable there will 
be a scarcity of dogs in atlanta before fall. 

The dog wagon will have to be fitted out 
again and a dog catcher will be hired. The 
councilmen seem to be almost unanimous 
in their belief that. the canine population 
is entirely too large. 

Edwin P. Ansley presented a proposition 
to the council that if the city would deed 
him its interest in the spur track running 
from the Western and Atlantic road to 
pumping station No. 1 he would deed the 
city 300 acres of land in that vicinity for 
the federal prison. The matter was re- 
ferred to the electric and other rallway 
and prison committecs.

The mayor has taken the position all 
along that it was not right to spend all 
the money appropriated for street improve- 
ments at the beginning of the year and 
leave nowuhing for repairs next winter. 
The councilmen, however, have determined 
to secure. ‘their improvements and they 
have succeeded. Mayor Woodward sent 
a message to the council yesterday in which 
he used some extraordinary language, in- 
timating that the councilmen were prompt- 
ed by personal motives in securing street 
improvements, and that some of the streets 
were near some councilmen’s property. 

The mayor also claimed that $2,758 of the 
street improvement funds left over from 
last year had been illegally spent this 
way. This statement was received with 
great surprise. Alderman Turner asked 
Alderman Mitchell, chairman of the street 
committee, if there had been any illegal 
expenditures in this department. Mr. Mitch- 
ell replied that if there had been the finance 
committee, the council and the mayor were 
parties to it, as they had concurred there- 
in. This-ended the discussion on this topic, 

Mayor;s Veto Message. 

The veto of Mayor Woodward is as fol- 
lows: 

“To the General Council: 

‘“Gentiemen—I have returned to council 
three papers without my approval. They 
are of the same class of permanent street 
pavement as have been previously passed 
up by your body. The papers returned at 
this meeting provide for work on the fol- 
lowing streets and are to be paid for out 
of the fund set aside for streets ordinary: 

‘‘Linden street, between Piedmont avenue 
and Courtland, at a cost of $60v., 

‘Richardson street, between Cooper and 
McDaniel, at a cost of $727. 

“Ormond street, between Pryor street 
and Capitol avenue, at a cost of $s00, 

‘This is the same class of work that I 
have previously returned to council with- 
out approval, and the reasons advanced 
for the return of those papers are applica- 
ble in the return of the three to council 
at this time. In addition to whai has been 
said, 1 desire to call tne attention of coun- 
cil to the condition of the fund of ‘streets 
ordinary.’ With the three streets enumer- 
ated in this message there has been ass- 
ec by council this year about $15,000 for this 
Class of.work. sesides this, there nas 
been done work of this character that has 
rot been passed up by council, and witnout 
proper warrant or authority of the council 
of 1899, to the amount of $2,738. This in- 
cludes new work and repair work, 

“his work Was passed up by the council 
of loys, and consequentiy became void with 
the passing out of the council of that year, 
and shouiu have been re-enacted by the 
council of 1599, if it was their pleasure to 
do the work, It that mode of doing work 
Should obtain, an outgoing council could 
practically control and expend tne revenucs 
ol an incoming council, ana leave it wiih- 
out means fur any improvements that it 
might desire to make. 1 earnestly call the 
general council’s aitention to this matter, 
and see by What authority the amount 
$2,798 is expended without the necessary 
wuthuority from your body. 

“The general co'incil will readily see by 
the foreguing amourts that mivre than 
$17,000 has been expended and passed up to 
be done during the year. Witla a total ap- 
propriation of $23,000 for ordinary streets— 
which covers varied kinds of work that 
come under the department ol the commis- 
sioner of public works—it will be seen that 
that fund is practically exhausted and only 
four months of the year passed. The amount 
unexpended and unappropriated 
to less than $1,500, an amount 
to do absolutely necessary 
is caused by heavy 
next eight months. 

“It igs not safe to expect an increased ap- 
propriation for that fund, or 
purpose, until Attorney Griggs 
makes Known his desires in regard to the 
site for the federal prison that is certainly 
to be located near Atlanta. The city will 
necessarily have o expend a considerable 
amount of money regardless of whatever 
Site he may select,

The sermon of Bishop Gaines, printed 
in Monday’s Constitution, deserves the 
thoughtful consideration of both races. 

If the bishop is not the most influ- 
ential Jeader of his people, it {gs because 
he is too wise and too conservative to 
pander to their prejudices and passions. 
The whites of Georgia know him 
well, and hold him in high esteem. He 
has never acted with the demagogues 
and agitators who have stirred up so 
much bitterness and strife in the south, 
and his utterances make it evident that 
he is not in sympathy with them. 

Bishop Gaines is not only on the right 
line, but he starts his work of reform 
at the right point. Instead of denounc- 
ing lynch law and palliating the fiend- 
ish crimes of such monsters as Sam 
Holt, he goes as far as any white man 
in expressing his horror and detestation 
of all ravishers in general, without re- 
gard to their color. He also intimates 
that, under circumstances which con- 
vinced him beyond a doubt of the guilt 
of a ravisher, he would be willing to 
hand the criminal over to a mob. 

But it is his earnest and prayerful 
Wish that the reign of law and order 
may be speedily re-established, under 
conditions which will not give Judge 
Lynch an excuse for coming to the 
front. He recognizes the fact that the 
best way to get rid of the lynching of 
ravishers is to convince all classes and 
races that they must draw the line at the 
one crime of crimes which, in this coun- 
try, never fails to drive even the most 
law-abiding citizens into a frenzy of des- 
peration or communal insanity. 

It is to be hoped that the noble and 
wise words of the good bishop will have 
a happy effect. This very day the 


negroes of Atlanta have an opportunity 


of showing their love of justice, law and 
order. They have all heard of the dis- 
covery and flight of the negro who, last 
Sunday night, entered a residence on 
Georgia avenue and secreted himself 
in the room occupied by two young la- 
dies. Probably dozens or scores of ne- 
groes know this outlaw, and know where 
he can be found. Now is the time for 
them to prove their good citizenship and 
love of impartial justice by pointing out 
this criminal or delivering him to the 
sheriff. They know that they can do 
this safely. They will be protected, 
and the prisoner will be in no danger 
of lynching. The law will simply take 
its course. 

Talk is well enough in its way, but 7t 
is time for the blacks to actively aid 
their white friends in bringing crim- 
inals to justice. So long ag they aid 
and encourage and sympathize with 
such devils as Sam Holt they will be 
objects of suspicion and distrust. 


A Preposterous ‘“‘Rumor.”’ 

When The New York Times sets up a 
man of straw and proceeds to rip it up 
and rend it and shake it to pieces again 
the performance is calculated to excite 
ag much curiosity as hilarity. For The 
Times is a staid and dignified newspaper 
of the old school. Its editorial col- 
umns are addressed to thoughtful peo- 
ple—to retired merchants and ancient 
maiden ladies with annuities, who feel 
that if they have no mission themselves, 
they can at least enjoy the perusal of th~ 
quiet but suggestive remarks of the ]i- 
brarians and philosophers who con- 
tribute to The Times. 

When, therefcre, our esteemed metro- 
politan contemporary begins to cut up 
capers, it is pertinent to inguire what 
kind of sauce the editor has been induced 
to pour on his dish of spring lamb and 
green peas. 

Recently, The Times printed an edi- 
torial article on “Bryan in the South,” 
which is about as remarkable a screed 
in all its parts as we have lately seen 
outside of Ohio. “The southern demo- 
crats,” says The Times, ‘‘care more for 
Bryan than for free silver. They can 
give up the Chicago platform, but Bry- 
an must be their candidate next year. 
This is the report brought from the 
south by men who have good opportuni- 
ties to learn the seniiment of the peo- 
ple there.” 

We shall not make the remark which 
this statement obviously suggests: we 
shall merely content ourselves with say- 
ing that our contemporary hag received 
no such report from any man who is in 


ei, from the highest to the lowest, who 


betrays any desire or even a disposition 
to repudiate or ignore democratic prin- 
ciples. Mr. Bryan is a very gifted man, 
his powers of statement and his elo- 
quence are remarkable, but he knows. 
just as the humblest and most insignifi- 
cant democrat does, that his popularity 
with the democratic voters of the coun- 
try rests less securely upon his gifts 
than upon his devotion to the principles 
of the party. Ile would have a foilow- 
ing in any event, but it would not be 
among democrats if he ignored or repu- 
diated the principles of the party, 

The Times, however, in discussing 
its preposterous statement takes occa- 
sion to modify it a little. It says that 
possibly the rank and file of the south- 
ern democracy ‘‘do not know what this 
means,” but “the leaders ought to know. 
It means that these gentlemen of the 
south are willing to throw party and 
principle to the dogs in order to demon- 
strate their loyalty to the defeated can- 
didate of 1896.” It is most difficult to 
follow this cheap and choppy logic. Bry- 
an is devoted to the Chicago platform, 
therefore “these gentlemen of the south” 
are willing to sacrifice the platform in 
order to nominate him! This is put- 
ting “the man above the party’ with a 
vengeance. 

If The Times will take our word for 
it, and we happen to know something of 
democratic purpose and opinion, neither 
Mr. Bryan nor any other leader could 
be nominated for constable by southern 
democrats unless he believed in demo- 
cratic principles or gave a firm accep- 
tance to the declarations of the Chicago 
platform. Does The Times know what 
the recent rucus in Alabama was about? 
Does its editor understand the true in- 
wardness of the desire of Alabama dem- 
ocrats to revoke and repeal the demo- 
cratic measure calling for a state conven- 
tion to revise the constitution? The re- 
sult there should be an object lesson to 
all who imagine that southern democrats 
are ready and willing to sacrifice their 
party principles in behalf of any man 
or set of men. 

When the legislature passed a meas- 
ure calling for a constitutional conven- 
tion, that body went home, content with 
their work. But suddenly it was dis- 
covered that the cuckoos—the Cleveland- 
ites—who had deserted their party in 
1896—were very active. They saw in 
the proposed state convention a faint 
hope of securing control in some quar- 
ters. It was found that this element 
had an organization in many of the 
counties, an organization that could be 
effective only when the democrats were 
asleep. If the cuckoos could have 
worked in the dark, all would have 
been well, but the facts came out. The 
democrats consulted together, the gov- 
ernor called the legislature together, 
the original measure calling for a con- 
vention was repealed, and all is peace in 
Alabama again, save in the astonished 
and distressed minds of the anti-demo- 
crats. : 

The result in Alabama _ should De 
enough to convince even The Times that 
if democrats are ready and willing to 
sacrifice their desires for a constitutional! 
convention in order that the enemies 
of the Chicago platform may find no 
footing in that state, the southern dem- 
ocrats would be quick to repudiate any 
leader or any number of leaders who 
could not see their way clear to in- 
dorsing or accepting the party’s decla- 
ration of principles. 

How often will we have to tell the 
anti-democrats who imagine they are 
democrats, that the politicians—the ma- 
chine men—had no part whatever in the 
making of the Chicago platform? That 
instrument was written by the people 
in the primaries and the preliminary 
conventions. The most of the machine 
men during the campaign which result- 
ed in the selection of delegates were 
vainly endeavoring to prevail on the 
voters to give a quasi-indorsement of 
Clevelandism. The Cleveland machine 
was the office-holding class, and they 
were given furloughs to return to their 
homes and aid in the selection of dele- 
gates who would be willing to enter 
into a shameful compromise. But the 
machine was simply overwhelmed by 
the verdict of the party in the primaries. 
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Should Get Together. 

The announcement made in Montgom- 
ery that the men who have been most 
active in their advocacy of a constitu- 
tional convention are now _ arrayed 
against the adoption of the proposed suf- 
frage amendment to the constitution, 
seems inconceivable in the light of the 
arguments which these same men have 
all the time been advancing. ‘While it 
has been at no time the purpose of The 
Constitution to question the good faith 
of the convention advocates or to im- 
pute ulterior motives to them in the 
hard fight they have made against re- 
peal even when they went so far as to 


open negotiations with the populistg for: 


what they had all the time been trying 
to make a democratic issue, we cannot’ 
see, in the light of these later develop- 
ments, the reasons Wy some people 
in Alabama have doubted the good faith 
of some of these men. 

Of course this does not apply to all of 
those who earnestly supported the econ- 
vention in the first instance, or who have 
fought repea!; for itis not to be believed 
that any large portion of them will in 
the end oppose the adoption of a suf- 
frage amendment. bEut it is perfectly 
natural that the people of Alabama 
should question the motives of such as 
fought for the convention in. the first 
place and are fighting against an amend- 
ment now. 

It will be recalled, of course, that from 
the first the opponents of repeal pro- 
tested that their only purpose in so vig- 
orously fighting for a convention wag to 
secure such changes in the suffrage pro- 
visions of the constitution as would 
eliminate the ignorant, illiterate and 
vicious negro vote. When, as the fight 
waxed warm, Governor Johnston argued 


| that the simplest way to secure that end 

was the adoption of a suffrage amend- 
ment, they acknowledged that an amend- 
ment would secure the desired end as 
well as it could be secured in’any other 
way, hut they argued that so long as it 
was only a question of method, and the 
convention bill had been passed by the 
legislature, the governor should join 
with them in what they claimed wag the 
easiest way to secure the end toward 
which all were striking, and that wag to 
let the convention be called. 

Until they were red in their faces did 
they protest that their only aim was to 
eliminate this negro vote. When it was 
hinted that in crying out for a conven- 
tion and a convention only, they did pro. 
test too much—that there must be some 
other nigger in the woodpile, or they 
would not be so bitter against the gov- 
ernor—their gouls were filled with right- 
eoug indignation. The one thing they 
thought of—and they said it over and 
over again—was the necessity of purify- 
ing the electorate; and anybody who 
suggested that they could have any oth- 
er motive was—well, all sorts of unpleas- 
ant things. 

As hag been said, The Constitution at 
no time gave indication of a tendency 
to impute to anybody motives other than 
those on the surface. We are not sus- 
picious, being prone, as The Advertiser 
charges, to telling the truth, and natural- 
ly, therefore, being disposed to give oth- 
ers credit for telling the truth also, 
When it was suggested to us that there 
were strong influences at work to capture 
the constitutional convention for the 
purpose of making changes in that doc- 
ument not at ali contemplated by the 
people who had advocated the holding of 
such a convention, we were skeptical. 
But what are we to think if the advo- 
eates of the convention allow them- 
selves, for any reason, to be arrayed 
against the proposition to so amend the 
constitution ag to accomplish what they 
have all along been declaring was the 
one thing they desired to accomplish? 
Is it not natural that the good faith of 
men who allow themselves to be placed 
in such an anomalous position should be 
doubted? 

We fear that some of them are in dan- 
ger of giving ear to unsafe leaders. It 
ought to be perfectly easy for all of those 
who favor suffrage restrictions and the 
purification of the ballot to get together 
on some amendment and submit it to the 
people of the state for their ratification. 
Now that the former act of the legisla- 
ture has been repealed, this is certainly 
the simplest and easiest method to se- 
cure the end which all of these men 
have been protesting that they desired. 
For any of them to allow themselves to 
be swayed by considerations of personal 
ambitions or personal polities, or to be 
swayed by any feelings of spite which 
may be the outgrowth of the contest 
over repeal, is to do grave injustice to 
the people whom they represent. We 
do not believe any considerable number 
of the members of the legislature will 
allow themselves to be so influenced. 


Mr. Pappenheimer’s Re-election. 

The action of the city council of At- 
lanta, yesterday afternoon, in unani- 
mously re-electing Hon. Oscar Pappen- 
heimer to succeed himself at the expira- 
tion of his term as a member of the 
board of education will give general sat- 
isfaction. 

In the re-election of this talented and 
publie-spirited gentleman the city coun- 
cil has very properly, and in a timely 
way, recognized his faithful and able 
work on the board, and it is also a rec- 
ognition of the large and intelligent ele- 
ment of the best class of our citizen- 
ship which he hag represented with such 
signal fidelity and ability. 

Such an indorsement, while no more 
than what he deserves, should be very 
gratifying to Mr. Pappenheimer and his 
friends, and it may be regarded as a 
hopeful promise of the success and ex- 
tended usefulness of some of his ideas 
and methods which are strongly fa- 
vyored by many of the best, wisest and 
most disinterested friends of our edu- 
cational system.

Arrangements for the Census. 

iArrangements for the taking of the 
twelfth census of the United States have 
been about completed. The following 
detailed information is furnished by Mr. 
J. W. Anderson, of Covington, Ga., who 
has been appointed supervisor for the 
fifth congressional district: 

The taking of the twelfth census will 
not be commenced until the first day of 
June, 1900, and the enumeration must be 
completed in thirty days, except in cities 
of 8,000 population and over, which must 
bé done in two weeks. 

The counties will be subdivided into 
districts, each subdivision containing 
as near 4,000 population as can be esti- 
mated and properly arranged, 

One enumerator will be appointed for 
each subdivision of territory, who must 
be qualified to do the work promptly, 
efficiently and well. 

The appointment of enumerators will 
hardly be made before next winter, or 
at least until the subdivision of the ter- 
ritory has been made. 

In the fifth congressional district there 
are eight counties, namely, Walton, New- 
ton, Rockdale, DeKalb, Fulton, Clayton, 
Campbell and Douglas. These-.will be 
subdivided into census districts with 
one enumerator for each subdivision, 
while the whole congressional district 
will be under the management of one. 
supervisor. 

This work is of a most important na- 
ture, and as there is much natural anx- 
iety ag to the outcome of the census, as 
being indicative practically of the prog- 
ress of the country for the past ten 
years, the methodical manner in which 
itis to be conducted promises exhaustive 
and reliable statistical results, 
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Mr. D. B. Hill’s permanent retirement 
from politics was marked by a bold but 
not a brilliant argument against taxing 
the franchises of corporations, Still, Mr.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPI.E. 


Diversity—The Other Side. 

Fditor Constitution.—So much has been 
written about diversified farming, that we 
are In danger of losing sight of the other 
side of this, that of specialty farming. 

I have often had the question asked me, 
why don’t you go into the dairy business, 
in connection with your vegetables? Or, 
why don't you keep hogs, to eat up your 
surplus truck? Or, why don’t you raise 
chickens, and many other things that the 
questioner thinks might be profiable in con- 
nection with a market garden. To all of 
which my answer has been, that we keep 
two cows, to supply milk and butter for 
the family; but that I could not give a 
Galry the attention necessary to make it 
a success, that I detested hogs, and that 
chickens and vegetables would not thrive 
together; that my business was already 
too much diversified if anything, and if I 
made any change at all, it would be to 
cut down the number of vegetables we were 
already growing, and make a greater spec- 
jalty of those remaining. 

The tendency of the times in the indus- 
trial and professional world, is to take up 
those lines of work best sulted to the in- 
dividual in question, and bring them. to 
the highest possible standard of excellence. 
To place them where they will show the 
highest margin of profit. No doubt our 
southern farmers thavye made cotton too 
much of a specialty, resulting in its pres- 
ent low price; but the remedy does not 
lie in adopting a hundred other different 
lines of work, about which they know 
little or nothing. As Colonel Redding said 
a few weeks ago in his agricultural edito- 
rial in The Weekly Constitution, ‘it pays 
no better to raise a poor crop of corn, than 
it does a poor crop of ecotton.”’ and this 
advice will apply to any crop and any 
calling under the sun, In short it does 
not pay to be a poor thing. What the 
world is clamoring for, is a higher degree 
of excellence in every line, and the world 
is willing to pay for it. 

The average farmer says farming does 
not pay, and the average groceryman says 
the grocery business does not pay; and we 
find it nearly the same in every line of 
business, unless indeed, you can 
form yourself into a trust. But 
along the line of individual effort, the man 
who succeeds is the one who makes an in- 
telligent study of his work and brings it 
up to where the margin of profit is waiting 
for him. This point can be reached quick- 
er by taking up a specialty than by too 
great a diversity. Experience has proved 
that the man who concentrates all his force 
and energy as nearly as possible along one 
line, has the best chance of success, be- 
cause the Georgia cropper can not make 
a living raising 5 cent cotton when he has 
to travel over three acres to get a bale, 
is no sign that the intelligent farmer, mak- 
ing a bale to the acre can not raise it at 
a profit. Ido not mean by this, to encour- 
age the cotton speciahy, asthough I believe 
cotton has its place on every southern farm 
in a good rotation, But instead, I should 
advocate some other specialty, and in se- 
lecting one, a man should follow his natural 
bent and take up that one toward which he 
has the greatest inclination, and for which 
his farm and general situation is best 
adapted. 

One can take up the dairy business, anoth- 
er hog raising, a third fruit or poultry, 
or hay and grain, according to his capa- 
bility, for success comes quicker along 
lines we love best, where work ceases to 
be a drudgery and our occupation calis 
forth the best that is in us. This is the 
surest way to distance competition, and 
reach that place where tthere is plenty of 
room,—at the top. T:. we MERRIAM.

President McKinley, though off in the 
woods of Virginia, manages to keep to the 
front in the newspapers. His vacation 
trip, which from the most reliable ac- 
counts was made practically to escape 
the terrors of spring cleaning—and what 
man would not escape them if he could?— 
has been magnified into great and serious 
importance. The enterprising correspon- 
dents who remain in Washington during 
the dull seasqgn have seen to it that the 
president has been given almost every 
known physical affliction. 

The favorite pipe dream is that which 
pictures the head of the nation a haggard 
wreck from the smoking habit. Nothing 
more horrible than the ‘smoking face” 
pictures of President McKinley could well 
be imagined. The before-taking illustra- 
tions in patent medicine advertisements are 
not in it at all with this McKinley tobac- 
co face. As the result, it is being used ex- 
tensively in deadly nicotine sermons. The 
fact is, however, that there could be no 
greater libel than those alleged reproduc- 
tions of the president's features. 

Pale and haggard he is not. He is a 
little to stout, for he has not been able 
to take very much exercise during the past 
year, and it is expected that the baths 
which he is taking at the instance ef Dr. 
Rixey may reduce his flesh. It is not un- 
likely that he has been told that he smokes 
too much, for everybody who smokes at 
all is told this; but as for showing the 
effects of nicotine, he does not. That “hag- 
gard” face does not exist. He needs rest 
and out of door exercise, as everybody who 
works hard indoors needs it, but he is no 
wreck, despite the statements of the able 
and industrious newsmakers who find the 
need of something to fill it. 
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The McKinley handshake has prove a 
sensation to the residents, temporary and 
permanent, of Virginia Hot Springs. 

From all descriptions this is something 
new that the president is springing. A man 
who has to shake hands as much as does 
the chief magistrate of this republic must 
take care of his hands. Mr. McKinley's 
old shake did this to some extent, but he 
seems to have discovered the necessity of 
taking even better care of himself. Here 
is the new shake as it is pictured by one 
of The World's young men: 


“The president stood very erect, his chest 
expanded as though his lungs were filled 
to overflowing, his shoulders thrown back, 
his feet planted closely together solidly on 
the floor, while his left. arm rested limp, 
almost motionless, at his side. As the call- 
er approached the president raised his right 
arm, which was bent at the elbow and care- 
fully folded over the watch pockets of his 
waistcoat and shot it out gently almost 
full length, holding it on a line about three 
inches below his shoulder.

It is 
the opinion of a great many farmers of 
the state, factors and commission men, 
who have spoken on the subject with the 
commissioner of agriculture, that the gen- 
eral depression and low prices of cotton 
are not entirely due, as commonly re- 
marked, to overproduction, but to a lack 
of competition largely in the purchase of 
the staple. ' 

The remedy for this lack of competition 
is what Commissioner Stevens and others 
interested in the question are at present 
working on. 

At the present time tnere is, according 
to the best informed, practically no classi- 
fication of cotton in the state or in the 
south; certainly no uniform classification. 
As is known the cotton is classed by the 
consumers and not by the producers and 
the standard which is put on the material 
by the former has to be accepted by the 
latter. The staple is shipped to foreign 
markets and there, it is Stated, boards of 
arbitrators pass wpon the class of all the 
cotton which enters certain ports. 

The staple is roughly classed before it 
leaves the south, but the consumers have 
the final say as to the price to be paid for 
the raw material. 

This state of affairs, it is said, results 
in the reclamation of thousands of dollars 
@nnually by the consumers upon the in- 
fermediary brokers and indirectly there- 
fore upon the producers. The people who 
at present put the class upon the staple 
act independently and wherever the cotton 


the 


falls off in quality, according to their 
Standard, they hold the right to come 
back upon the southern houses for the 


amount claimed to be short. 

It is learned by the department of agri- 
culture that during the past year one firm 
in the state lost as much as $55,000 by this 
Process of reclamation. The movement to-

arises, it is understood, not from the fact

Interstate Movement Proposed. 

The proposal] to establish a uniform and 
rigid classification of cotton at the points 
of shipment, it is held, must not only be 
final in its nature, but it must be entered 
into by all or the Majority of the cotton 
producing states. By this means it is the 
belief of Commissioner Stevens the arbi- 
trary methods employed abroad can be 
done away with. He is of the opinion that 
the south, with its great cotton flelds from 
which the majority of the world’s supply 
Is taken, can say to the foreign consumerg. 
‘We have classified this cotton ourselves 
and have put our own Standard on _-sits 
Class value.” 

It is believed that by this means the 
sKuation at the present time will be great- 
ly lightened for the farmers and that there 


will be no further reclamation from Europe 
and other markets. 


Plan To Be Discussed. 

The proposition which has come from 
Some of the largest producers in the state 
and to which Commissioner Stevens has 
Siven considerable thought will be given 
in the near future the fullest investigation 
by him, 

In response to an invitation from a large 
Savannah firm he will go to that city in 
the next few days to discuss at length the 
plan and see what practical steps can be 
taken toward its introduction. 

The commissioner is of the belief that 
cotton can be classed by sworn inspectors 
in the employ of the state just as oi) and 
fertilizers are inspected at the present 
time. Oil and fertilizers are inspected now 
both for the benefit of the consumers and 
the factories which produce them and ft is 
& question uppermost in the minds of many 
why the state cannot inspect cotton inthe 
Same way when that-inspection means the 
benefit of the farming element alone, 

It is fully realized by ., Commissioner 
Stevens and others interested in the plan 
What the difficulties are that lie in the 
Path of concerted action on the part of 
the cotton states both from ithe consumers 
abroad and largely from the cotton ex- 
changes in this country. But as a matter 
Waich concerns the welfare of the state 
and the south the agricultural department 
is now preparing to do what is possible for 
the plan. It has been suggested to Com- 
missioner Stevens by one of the largest 
cotton firms in the state to work on the 
idea of having a cotton states bureau and 
at the beginning of each cotton season, 
September Ist, the bureau, composed as it 
should be of representatives from the 
Several states, should meet and establish 
Standard samples which would be effective 
and compulsory during the ensuing sea- 


son. 


What Handlers of Cotton Say. 


In support of this suggestion a prominent 
Savannah house has written a letter to 
Commissioner Stevens, a part of which has 
been given out by nim for publication and 
is as follows: 

“Today there is not a single influence, 
so far as 1 can see, which is at work in 
favor of the producer of cotton. To the 
contrary, the agencies are powerful and 
multiplied to take that from him which 
rightiy belongs to him. 

‘“lo give you some little idea of conditions 
a broker informed me yesterday that he 
haa paid in the shape of reciamauons, 
Since une frst uay OL September, to for- 
eign buyers, the enormous sum of 355,uUU0, 
bu you think that the pardes why bought 
that cotton on tne other side are entilied 
tu any such reciamations, in many iIin- 
Stances $1.00 per bais?

“l express the opinion that if the cotton 
Was soid after it was inspected by a sworn, 
competent weigher, at the point of ship- 
ment, this inspection to be final, prices 
would be 25 per cent higher than they are 
today, because it wouida then be soid on 
competitive basis, and responsibdie firms 
and individuais who are afraid to go into 
it or who have been driven outLof it, wouid 
do so, and the buyer here at the ports 
would know that he was getting what he 
paid for.

cause of the fact that all of the influ- 
ences which are brought to bear are 
breught to bear in favor of the consumer, 
as against the producer. The cotton ex 
are 
almost entirely in the interests of the con- 
sumer, 

“Uniform classifications of cotton, 
idiy adihered to, is the remedy. 

“I know that it will be said that Lurope 
will demur. Where is Europe to get its 
supply of cotton except in the southern 
states? I know that it will be said that 
probably it would not suit the rank and 
tile of the exchanges in this country. Sup- 
pose it would not suit them. They. would 
very soon get in line of doing business 4s 
the people of this section, who produce the 
article, dictate. 

‘Please understand one thing. I am not 
speaking in behalf of Savannah, nor am 
I speaking from any selfish motives what- 
ever. The f.o.b. business has come to stay. 
But it is a shame that the toiling farmer 
of the south should not be protected under 
the laws of his state by having the arti- 
cle which he offers for sale fairly and 
impartially and finally inspected. 

“There is in Bremen today a committee 
known as the board of arbitrators. These 
men sit in council and pass upon every 
bale of cotton. It has come to my kKnowl- 
edege that it is almost impossible for any 
lot of cotton, it nakes no difference from 
whom it is shipped or from where it is 
shipped, to pass inspection under this 
board of arbitrators. What applies to bre- 
men applies to other ports in Europe, and 
the thing ought to.be stopped.”

DIN THE TOWER 


Negro Was Trapped by Detect- 
es Bedford and Walton, 


DECLARES HE IS INNOCENT 


RR 


Was First Taken te Pollce Barracks, 
Then Sent to Tower, 


LUCAS INTERVIEWED AT THE TOWER 


Will Be Kept in Jail and Probably 
Under a Military Guard—Story 
of the Crime That Was Com- 
mitted in DeKalb 
County. 


Will Lucas, the negro who is believed 
to be the. maw who assissinated Robert 
T. Davis at Decatur last week, is in the 
Tower, and his capture was effected by 
two of Atlanta’s city detectives, Sergeant 
Harvey Bedford and Detective Ed Walton. 

When first arrested by the officers last 
night about 8:30 o'clock, he said his name 
was Will Smith. When he reached the 
police barracks he said his name was Wl 
Brown, and later, as he was entering a 
cell, he claimed to be Will Rainey. 

“My right name is Will Rainey, but I 
have been called Will Lucas.” 

He then admitted that he was the negro 
called Will Lucas, who had been employed 
by Mr. Davis at Decatur, but in the next 
breath he said: 

“But I didn’t kill anybody.” 

When seen by a reporter of The Con- 
stitution, Lucas at first refused to make a 
statement. He said he was not Lucas, 
but when he changed his mind and ad- 
mitted his identity he was asked if he 
lived with and worked for Mr. Davis at 
Decatur. 

“Yes, I did,’ he replied. 

“Why did you kill Mr. Davis,’’ he was 
next asked, and his reply was: 

“I didn’t kill Mr. Davts.’’ 


“Then why have you been hiding out su 
long ?”’ 

“l haven't been hiding.” 

“Didn't you Know you were wanted?” 

‘Yes, 1 knew I was suspected, and that 
was the reason I didn't show. up. I knew 
whether I was guilty or innocent a mob 


might hang me just because I was sus- 
pected.”’ 

“Mr. Davis said before he died that 
you were the man that shot him,’’ the 


negro was told. 

‘‘Yes, I read in the paper he said that, 
but he made a mistake, for I didn’t do it.”’ 

Lucas was very sullen and apeared to be 
mad because he had been arrested. He 
knew a trick had been played on him by 
the officers and he was angry because he 
had been led into a trap. 

Lucas was arrested while he Was walk- 
ing down Garnett street near Whitehall. He 
had been fooled from his hiding place and 
the officers were waiting for him where 
they knew he would pass. 

When the murder of Mr. Davis occurred 
at Decatur last Thursday morning the po- 
lice department of Atlanta was notified 
and the sheriff of DeKalb county said he 
had reasons to belieye the negro, Will 
Lucas, who was suspected of being the 
murderer, was in Atlanta. 

Detectives on the Trail. 

Captain Slaughter, of the city detective 
bureau, put Sergeant Bedford and Detec- 
tive Ed Walton on the case and instructed 
them to leave no stone unturned to ‘find 
the negro if we was in the city. Since 
that time Bedford and Walton have work- 
ed night and day on the case. 

It was a hard search, for the negro was 
hiding, and he had found friends who were 
aiding him in keeping out of sight. The 
two officers declined to tell how they cap- 
tured the negro. 

Just what will next be done with Lucas 
has not been decided upon. It is probable 
that he will be kept in the Tower, as it 
it very much feared that if the negro is 
sent to Decatur he will be lynched. 

There is, in fact, some fear of an effort 
being made to take him from the Tower, 
and it is probable that Sheriff Nelms will 
communicate with the governor this morn- 
ing and state that he thinks it advisable 
to place some sort of a military guard at 
the Tower for the present. 

Rewards amounting to $500 have been 
offered for the arrest and conviction of 
the murderer or murderers of Mr. Davis. 
G2 this $300 was offered by the state and 
$200 by the county of DeKalb. —

Moreover, he made it a point 
to carefully study the situation in Africa 
from the political 48 well as from the 
religious point of view, and what he says 
tonight will be of general interest. 

Since returning to America Mr. Verner

D. C., to compile ethnological data cover- 
ing his observations In Africa. They have 
supplied him with stenographers for this 
purpose and he will Occupy one month on 
filling this important engagement.

He said he did not think it did. He was 
asked if it looked like a window, 4i:d he 
answered, “‘no.”” He said it just looked sine 
an opening.

DY COMMITTEE 


ale for Nomination Fixed for 
Wednesday, June 8th, 


RESOLUTIONS ARE PASSED 


Vole for Primary Was Unanimous and No 
Discussion Took Place 


SPECIAL AND GENERAL AULES MADE 


Captain Brotherton Offered Resolu- 
tions for Primary—Letter of Cap- 
tain Anderson Stated He Was 
Subject to the Action 
of Committee. 


The Fulton county democratic executive 
committee, at a meeting held in the court- 
house yesterday afternoon, ordered a pri- 
mary to be held on June 7th to make a 
nomination for the vacancy of county com- 
missioner now existing on the board. 

The session was a short one and there was 
no opposition shown to the action of the 


committee. A resolution providing for the 
primary was offered by Captain W. H. 
Brotherton and adopted with no debate 


on the advisability of a primary to de- 


cide the issue of the campaign. 

The rules for the primary were also em- 
bodied in the resolution, and nothing 
remains now but the appointment of the 
managers and clerks to hold the election, 

The committee was called to order by 
Chairman Albert Howell, Jr. There were 
twenty-six members of the committee pres- 
ent, besides a large number of spectators, 


including the two cancidates for the 
commissioner’s place. 
Hubert Culberson was made _ secretary, 


and upon motion it was decided that 
fifteen should be a quorum for all meet- 
ings of the committee in the future, 

Regarding proxies, it was decided that 
after the adjournment of the present meet- 
ing none should be admitted. 

Chairman Howell read a letter which he 
received from Captain Clifford L. Ander- 
son regarding his position in respect to 
the primary. The letter is as follows: 

“Hon. Albert Howell, Jr., Chairman 
County Democratic Executive Committee, 
City—Dear Sir: Permit me to ask this 
communication to be laid before the exec- 
utive committee when it meets this after- 
noon. 

“My candidacy for county commissioner 
is, as I stated in my announcement card, 
‘subject to such primary or other. action 
as may be ordered by the democratic exec- 
utive committee of the county.’ I em- 
phatically believe that the choice of a ma- 
jority of the white democrats of this 
county should determine who shall be com- 
missioner, and if that choice is not In fa- 
vor of myself I do not wish to hold the 
office. It is further for this committee to 
decide what is the best, most convenient 
and least expensive way in which this 
choice shall be expressed, and without 
undertaking to dictate to the committee in 
the matter, I declare myself entirely will- 
ing to accept any plan that it may deem 
wisest and best. Very respectfully, 

“CLIFFORD L. ANDERSON.” 


The Resolution That Passed. 

After the letter was read Chairnian How- 
ell stated that he was ready to entertain 
the busines of the meeting. Captain 
Brotherton then offered the following res- 
olutions, which were passed: 

‘Resolved, by the Fulton county demo- 
cratic executive committee, That a primary 
election be held on Wednesday, June 7th, 
next for the nomination of a candidate for 
county commisioner to be _ elected on 
Wednesday, the zist day of June, 1899, to 
fill the unexpired term of Dr. B. F. Walk- 
er, deceased. 

‘‘Resolved, second, That the polls of said 
primary shall be opened in each ward in 
the city of Atlanta at 7 a. m. and shall 
remain open until 7 p. m., and in each 
county precinct at 8 a. m. and close at 3 
p. m. The ballot box shall be placed at 
each precinct in the city and county in 
charge of three sworn managers and three 
sworn clerks at each place, to be appoint- 
ed and published at least six days before 
said primary by a sub-committee of five 
from the regular exécutive committee to 
be appointed by the chair. 

‘‘Resolved, third, That all legally quali- 
fied democratic voters whose names appear 
on the lists of the registered voters up 
to and including June 1, 1899, shall be en- 
titled to participate dn said primary. 

‘‘Resolved, fourth, That no registration 
certificates will be allowed on election day. 
The managers will allow no one to vote 
unless his name apears on the regular 
registration lists. 

‘Resolved, fifth, That the sub-committee 
provided for above shall appoint and an- 
nounce the managers and clerks in each 
ward and county precinct in said primary, 
and fill any and all vacancies up to date 
of primary and in the event any manager 
or clerk shall not appear the managers or 
manager appearing shall appoint men to 
fill any vacancies on said day, shall ar- 
range for polling places, ballot boxes and 
make all arrangements for properly con- 
ducting said primary. They shall also 
assess each candidate an amount neces- 
sary to defray the expenses of said elec- 
tion, such as poll rents, furnishing meals, 
managers and clerk’s hire and all neces- 
sary expenses of said election, and dis- 
pense the same. 

‘Resolved, sixth, That every voter par- 
ticipating in this primary shall be consid- 
ered as pledged to suport the nominee 
of same. . 

‘Resolved, seventh, That the executive 
committee assemble at the county. court- 
house on Tuesday, June 8, 1899, at 12 o'clock 
to announce the result of the election, 
according to the rules laid down for the 
governing of this primary. 

Special Rules. 


“Eirst. That the use of carriages and 
other conveyances either directly or indi- 
rectly by candidates on the day of the 
primary election for the purpose of con- 
veying voters to or from the voting places, 
shall be prohibited. This rule, of course,

‘Second. That it shall not be admissable 
for any candidate desiring to be voted for 
at this primary to engage paid workers in 
his behalf. That.no such candidate shall 
at any time after the adoption of this 
resolution, either directly or 


other consideration, or promise or agree 
to pay or otherwise give, either directly or 
indirectly, any valuable consideration 
either before, during. or after the day of 
the primary, in consideration of the vote 
of such person or of his influence or ser- 
vices in eking to secure or control the 
votes of others in favor of such candidates. 

“Third. That upon evidence satisfactory 
to this executive committee that any candi 
date has been guilty of a violation of 
any of the foregoing sepcial rules, the 
vote in favor of such candidate shall be 
declared null and void, and the person 
receiving the next highest vote for said 
nomination shall be declared the regular 
nominee for said office. In the event all 
contestants for such nomination shall for- 
feit their right to such nomination by vio- 
lating the foregoing special rule, it shall 
then be the duty of this executive com- 
mittee to arrange for, nominations to be 
made for such office. 

“Fourth. “That all persons are hereby 
put on notice that any candidate who sub- 
mits his claim to the voters of this county 
at this primary election by that action 
agrees to the conditions under which said 
election is to be held including these spe- 
cial rules and obligates himself to conform 
to the same and to abide by the action of 
this executive committee in the enforce- 
ment of said rules and requirements. 

“Fifth. That on June 8, 1899, at the meet- 
ing of this executive committee the suc- 
cessful candidaté for the nomination for 
county commissioner be required to make 
affidavit that he has fully complied with 
special rules one, two, three and four here- 
of and has not in letter or spirit violated 
the same in any respect and that on fail- 
ure of any candidate to subscribe to such 
affidavit that the nomination be awarded 
to the candidate receiving the highest vote 
who shall make such affidavit.” . 

After the adoption of the resolution the 
committee adjourned.

Yesterday.

Organization Will Join the National 
Bill Posters’ Association. 


HARRY E, STOOPS WAS ELECTED PRESIDENT 


Second Annual Convention Will Be 
Important and Will Be Held Next 
Year in Savannah. 


The bill posters of the southeastern states 
were in session yesterday. An organiza- 
tion of the members of their trade in this 
section of the country was effected, The 
new organization was declared subordinate 
to the Associated Bill Posters’ Association 
of the United States and Canada. 

The bill posters held thelr sessions yes- 
terday in room 112, Kimball house, an ef- 
fected the organization early in the morh- 
ing by the election of Harry kK. Stoops, of 
Chattanooga, as president; J. D. Pium- 
mer, of Asheville, as vice president, 
Charles Bernard, of Savannah, as secre- 
tary, and Martin J. Dooley, of Atlanta, as 
treasurer, 

Mr. Stoops, upon taking his chair, in ad- 
dition to thanking the members of the con- 
vention for the honor of being the first 
president of the organization, stated that 
he understood one of the main objects of 
the association to be the protection of the 
adverliser from poor work, as weil as the 
protection of the bill poster in the matter 
of better prices for his work. In both these 
sentiments the members of the convention 
agreed and the outcome of this speech on 
the purt of the newly elected president was 
two resolutions, the fimst declaring that all 
members of the assvuciation must give 
bond, to be forfeited upon it being shown 
that they had not carried out their con- 
tracts or that they had dune poor work. 

‘the second resuiulion calied for a scule 
Of prices tor aii classes of work. this 
scale is quite lengthy and varies accorde 
ing tO Pupuiation. dit varies very lttle 
irum the present scale of prices and will 
have little effect upon the advertisers, ex- 
cept that it will prevent the -culting of 
prices among the members of the assvucia- 
L.0n., 

The election of a delegate and alternate 
fo the cunvention of the national associa- 
tion, Which will be held in Chicago on the 
sccond Tuesday of next July, resulted in 
the selection of Harry E. Sioops, of Chat- 
lanOuga, as deiegate and Charies Bernard, 
of Savannah, as alternate. The southeast- 
ern association embraces Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Fioridu, Mississippi and 
Louisiana. 

Savannah, Ga., was selected as the place 
for hoiding the second annual convention 
ul the soucheastern association, This con- 
vention will be held on the third Monday in 
May, 1900. Mr. Bernard urged the selection 
of nis city as the place for holding the next 
convention, and secured a majority of the 
votes ot the convention, despite the efforts 
or J. D, Plummer to take the convention to 
Asheville, those of Harry kK. Stoops to take 
it to Chatlanooga, and of L. G. Jones to 
take it to Anniston, 

An execulive committee was appointed to 


draft the constitution and by-laws of the 
association, to act upon such matters as 
require ilinmediate attention, and to prepare 
the business for the next convention. ‘his 
committee consists of Harry E. Stoops, of 
Chattanooga, chairman; J. D. Plummer, of 
Asheville; Charles Bernard, ot Savannah, 
and Martin J. Dooley, of Atlanta. 

Before adjourning last night, a resolution 
were introduced and adopted thanking the 
press of Atlarta, the Management of the 
Kimball house and Mr, Dooley for courte- 
sies, and to Mr. Bernard, of Savannah, for 
his efforts in organizing the associatiodg, 

There was considerable enthusiasm at the 
meeting yesterday. The members of the as- 
sociation appeared thoroughly in earnest, 
and realize the splendid results that will 
come to them from organization. It was 
a tine body of men, and the business was 
carried on with harmony, although quietly.

REPORT OF GENERAL EVANS 


On the Confederate Veterans’ Reunion 
at Charleston, S. C., Made at Meet- 
ing of Veterans Last Night. 
General Clement A. Evans, major general 
commanding the Georgia division of Con- 
federate Veterans, returned yesterday from 
Charleston. According to the usual 
tom, 
the reunion in Charleston. The report, 
while short, goes over all the features of 
the reunion so that the Georgia veterans 

may see what was done. 

General Evans and his staff did every- 
thing possible for the enjoyment of the 
Georgiains and nothing that should heve 
been done was omitted by them. 

Following is the report in full: 

“Atlanta, Ga., May 15, 1899.—I -desire, 
through the medium of the Georgia press, 
to convey my thanks to the peopie 
Charleston and to all others concerned 
making tne reunion and parade of the 
Georgia division at the recent confederate 
reunion a very decided suceess. Ac- 
Knowledgments are especially due to Gov- 
ernor Candler and his staff; to my own 
staff, to camp commanders, delegates and 
other confederates; to, the state sponsor, 
Miss Helen Carton,>’and her maid cf hon- 
Ors; to the sponsors of camps; also the 
Sons. ang Daughters of the Confederacy 
for their assiduous and successful efforts 
to make the parade of the Georgia division 
highly creditable to the state. It is con- 
ceded that next to South Carolina (the state 
in which the reunion was he!d) the Geor- 
Sia division paraded the greatest number 
and exhibited the best equipment. With 
my staff on the ground in advance Tues- 
day, preparations were made as far as 
possible, and the arrival of the delaved 
trains awaited until late Tuesday night. 
Wednesday morning the division assembled 
at its hall according to notice. to re- 
celve the badges of delegates, and trans- 
act business, and after an hour’s session 
adjourned to participate in the opening 
c°*remonies of the vonvention at the reun- 
ion. The governor of Georgia ang his staff. 
who had arrived during the night, honored 
the division with a call which unfortunate- 
ly occurred soon after the division had ad- 
journed. The great welcome which was 
ready for the governor was therefore ge- 
layed until the hour of the parade. 

“At 3 o'clock the parade was formed, in 
which the division was not only in position 
at the head of the column, but acted also 
as the escort of the governor, who was rec- 
ognized and welcomed with an ov:tion 
which extended along the entire line of 
the division, ang was repeated by the 
throngs on the streets. The order of 
march was as follows: The governor and 
his staff. the major general, commanding 
the division, and his staff. a Splendid band 
at the head of the division, the color 
guard, composed of Camp Renning, with 
the division banner presenteq by the Geor- 
gia daughters; the division itself, with an 
unusual display of uniformed camps. and 
numerous banners. The division enjoyed an 
enthusiastic ovation on every street from

“On ‘Thursday morning at the regular 
meeting of the division, the z1e€unlon com. 
mittee, composed of Comrades Wilson, of 
Savannah, Wheatly, of Americus; Smith, 
of Augusta; West, of Atlanta and Dexter, 
of Medison, reported a resolution to hold 
& reunion of the Georgia division during 
the present year, which was adopted with 
enthusiasm. Atlanta was earnestly advo- 
cated by Hon. W. A, Hemphill, Commander 
Ozburn and many others. Savannah ex- 
tended its invitation through General Me- 
Glaskin, Commander Wilson and the full 
delegation of both camps. Savannah won 
and immediate steps will be taken to hold 
the reunion at such time as that splendid 
city shall choose. It was also resolved that 
the 120 camps now organized go to work 
to increase their membership, and that the 
commanding general of Georgia shall re- 
celve the earnest help of all confederates 
in having camps organized in every county 
to attend the Savannah reunion. The di- 
vision will be subdivided into four de- 
partments, or a commander to be elected 
for each subdivision. It gratifies me in 
making this very brief general report to 
say that Charleston’s hospitalities met 
every demand of the oecasion. The crush 
and confusion common to such ereat gath- 
erings where so many things must be done 
hurriedly and where orders are often mis- 
understood or neglected, @id unavoidably 
produce some discomfort on parade day. 
Among these the division regretted the 
arrangements which took all sponsors and 
maids of ‘honor entirely out of the charge 
of the division in eonsequence of. which 
we could not be honored by the presence 
of our sponsor at the head of our division. 
“In conclusion TI earnestly urge all com- 
mandens to call together their camps and 
increase theit membership by securing 
the enrollment of every confederate sol- 
dier who lives in their counties, and that 
confederates in al] counties meet together 
and prepare for a great reunion in Sa- 
vannah. Clement A. Evans. Major Gen- 
eral Commanding, Georgia Division.” 


ODDS AND ENDS OF 
NEWS AT THE CAPITOL 


The talk growing out of the recent 
Visit of Governor Candler and his staff to 
Charleston, which has been vigorously in- 
auiged in, ‘has about died out. In speaking 
of the effort of the reunion city to take 
care of and provide fully for a crowd 
2,000 people when the town had probably 
never tried before, some have seemed al- 
most willing to deny Charleston credit for 
its established hospitality. 

From the best accounts of those who 
were on the scene, no one was intentionally 
snubbed. General Wheeler, it is stated, 
Was forgotten for the time being in the 
rush and anxiety of those in charge of the 
parade. That any southern man would 
knowingly snub General Wheeler and on 
such an occasion is not to be believed; 
certainly such an indignity would not be 
thougiat ot in Charleston. 

Since his return, Governor Candler has 
laughed good naturedly at the desperate 
effort made in various parts of the state 
to make his friends believe that he was 
snubbed with his staff in Charleston. 

In regard to his trip to the reunion city 
Governor: Candler has the following to 
suy:

thing is a tempest in a tea- 
pot. We were not at a hotel, but remained 
in our cars. Hence but few Knew where 
we were and we came in contact with 
Lut few Charlestonians, but nobody could 
have treated guests with more courtesy 
und consideration than we Were treated by 
those with whom we met. 

‘‘I did not see the strictures of The 
and Courier on my Chickamauga speech, 
but from what I have heard of it, the 

evidently forgot the oecasion- and 

circumstances under which it was 
made. He forgot that [| was speaking to 
the representative of the United -State. 
government, and delivering to him to be 
cared for and preserved by the government 
he represented, a monument situated on a 
United States reservation, dotted all over 
With monuments erected to commemorate 
the bravery of the men who fought on 
both sides, and that he spoke in terms 
most complimentary of the confederates 
who fought at Chickamauga 

‘For the governor of Georgia to have 
spoken in his officia] capacity under such 
circumstances and on such an occasion in 
terms other than complimentary, would 
have been rude and inexcusable. ] no 
where spoke of Sherman’s vandalism, from 
which I perhaps suffered more than The 
News and Courier man did, my home being 
situated in his path from Atlanta to Sa- 
vannah, for that was no time to speak of 
this. Hence, I spoke only of his bravery 
as I spoke of the bravery of Grant, Me- 
Clellan, Lee and Jackson. No, I don’t 
want to be treated anywhere better than 
I was by the peonle of Charleston with 
whom I met. 

“It is as amusing as it Is significant that 
the few papers that are so exercised about 
the ‘snub’ I and my party received at 
Charleston and about my ‘break’ in my 
little Chickamauga speech, are dhe same

We believe too that the very creation of 
these industrial securities and the attempt 
to float them attracis capital frorn out- 
side which would not otherwise go into 
stocks, and that the peopie who sel to 
such outsiders will need to re-invest and 
will generally probably want something 
intrinsically worth what they pay for ft. 

Now there are several of our active rail- 
road stocks which to our minds, even now, 
are intrinsically cheap, by which we mean 
that the railroads could not be duplicated 
as they are for anvthing near the present 
value of the ‘urities, and that the real 
net earnings abundantly justify present 
prices and even more. 

The big granger stocks are capitalized at 
about $54,000 per mile, for which they have 
all their improved rolling stock and termi- 
nal facilities. No one dreams that they 
could be duplicated for this. 

This year promises to be an average one. 
But present prices are in many cases below 
the value as calculated on present profits, 
and in some very much below it. We are 
rather afraid of tiring our readers by con- 
stant references to St. Paul, but this stock 
and Northwest are, it seems to us, worth 
far more than they are selling for, and St. 
Paul is an active stock. 

It is, therefore, useless to go farther for 
an illustration, because it is the best one. 
St. Paul pays 5 per cent dividends ana 
earns about 11 per cent. This no doubt is 
in good times, but these are not yet neariy 
over, so far as anyone can see, and, there- 
fore, surely an investor at 125 gets full val- 
ue for his money and a prospect of higher 
prices in future; and this after such free 
expenditures out of revenue on the prop- 
erty that there is a large margin for sav- 
ing or to meet higher prices: for materials 
which may come. sesides there has been 
no creation of such securities for years, 
and they are certainly being absorbed by 
investors. -The only supply of such stock 
that has come here for two years has been 
from England. We have often asked our- 
selves why English investors have sold out. 
It is not because English securities are 
not at extravagant prices, and the only 
reasonable answer is that they do not con- 
sider our good stocks as real investments. 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy seems 
to us worth the present price and more, 
though not so cheap as St. Paul. 

Atchison prefered is a different sort of 
stock. It is not, of course, so well held as 
the older stocks, and the extraordinary ex- 
penditure out of revenue on the property is 
not yet over, and, therefore, Atchison pre- 
ferred may easily decline farther and not 
rise for a long time, but that Atchison, 
with normal but amply sufficient expen- 
ditures is earning enough to pay the full 
dividend on thep refered stock seems as 
demonstrable as a mathematical proposi- 
tion. 

Union Pacific preferred is a stock that 
we think well worth picking up by invest- 
ors. 

We repeat that the reason for caution 
just now is the absurd, creation of the so- 
called industrials, and that those opera- 
tors who, realizing this, but wishing to 
operate in them, try tO protect themselves 
by selling standard railroad stocks, are 
playing a game which is thoroughly un- 
sound. 

Time, however, only will prove whether 
we are right or not. 

The Ford bi!l is to be signed, but will be 
amended later. That these street railroads 
will have to pay their fair share of taxa- 
tion seems certain, and the fact that the 
stocks have been so enormously watered 
does not complicate the qhestion, though 
it ought to keep people from buying them.

man met her and deliberately snatched her

tained over $30. 


Mrs. Green left home with $5 in her 


| purse, but had spent nearly $15 down town: 


She had been visiting, and was returning 
home at the time of the highway robbery. 
The lady says she saw the negro ‘ap- 
proaching, and when near him, she stepped 
to one side to let him pass, as he did not 
appear to have any intention of giving any 
of the sidewalk to her. He would not let 
her pass, but stepped directly in front of 
her, and just as she was about to go round 
he reached forward and seized her 
pocketbook, which she held in her hand. 


' The: next moment the negro robber was 
' running as fast as he could down the street. 


There was no one near to help her, and be- 
fore she reached a white man to tell him 
what had happened, the thief was out of 
sight. 

Call Officer McCurdy investigated the rohb- 
bery, but could secure no clew by which to 
apprehend the rogue. 

Three or four robberies of exactly the 
same character occurred in the same por- 
tion of the city a month ago, and it was 
believed the same negro committed all of 
the thefts. At one time the officers were 
about ‘to catch a negro who was thought to 
be the right party, but he escaped, and 
since then the robberies have ceased. 

It looks as if he is. about to resume his 
old system of highway robbery, and officers 
will again try to catch him. 

The police have warned ladies about car- 
rying theWpfocketbooks in their hands, 
especially when they have large sums of 
money, but the warning has not been 
heeded. 

“The city has many footpads just now, 
and these daring highway robberies will be 
committed so long as the women folKs carry 
their pocketbooks where a thief can snatch 
them and run,” said a detective last night; 
“and we again warn the ladies to either 
hide their purses or leave them at home.” 


NEWS AND GOSSIP IN THE

ty-seven men; Fort St. Michael, detachment 
Third artillery, two officers and seventy- 
seven men: Rampart City, detachment of 
Third artillery, two officers ana fifty men.

He reached Atlanta last Fri- 
day, suffering from an attack of Liliousness 
which had seized him in Nashville. Friday 
afternoon his condition was worse and Asa 
G. Candler, who was acquainted with him, 
called upon Dr. Sledd, and had him removed 
to tthe hospital. 

Saturday it was announced that the aill- 
ment with which he was suffering was ty- 
phoid fever and the physicians at the hos- 
pital took steps to arrest the progress of 
the disease, but witheut favorable results. 
Hie grew steadily worse and during Satur- 
day his relatives, sons and daughters were 
summoned by telegraph. They arrived in 
time to be present at their father’s death. 

Dr. Sledd had reached the age of sixty- 
seven years, and was one of the best loved 
of all the Methodist ministers. He was en- 
gaged in ministerial work for almost half 
a century, and has attended every southern 
conference since the war. He was a mem- 
ber of the board of missions, of the Metho- 
dist Fypiscopal church, and at the St. Louis 
conference, held in 1890, he came within 
two votes of being made a bishop. He at- 
tended the Atlanta eonference in 1878, and 
has frequently visited this city. 

He was well Known here and his death 
will be regretted by all who knew him.

problem. Some of them say that they are 
at the end of their rope, they have done 
all they could and they are willing to leave 
the matter now with the state railroad com- 
mission. 

The fact is the railway men are certain 
that the state commissioners believe they 
have acted in good faith and will not treat 
them harshly. The commissioners con- 
sidered the proposition which the roads out- 
lined to be a good one, and advised the city 
to accept it. The city declined, and the 
burden was taken off the roads. 

The Constitution can state that all hope 
of a union passenger station on the present 
site is not yet gone. There is still a pos- 
sibility of a solution being found. It may 
be that a certain plan which is being stud- 
ied will be found to work out all right. 
No one can tell now, but there is still a 
chance that something else may be offered 
to the city. In many respects it may not 
be as good a plan as the grade proposition, 
but still the city may prefer it. 

The managers of the roads resent the re- 
fiections which have been made on them. 
They say that they have spent their com- 
panies’ money to have plans prepared and 
have given a great deal of time and thought 
to the question, and they feel that they 
have been criticised unjustly. —_| 

“The city brought the petition for a new 
station,’’ said a railway officer, yesterday. 
‘“‘Now if the city really wants a new sta- 
tion, council ought to appoint a committee 
to handle the subject. There should be 
somebody for us to confer with from time 
to time. This is too large a question and 
too complicated to settle in an hour or two. 
The city, the state and the roads all have 
different interests. The state does not 
want any road to leave the present sta- 
tion and will not permit its lessee to leave. 
The city does not want grade crossings, 
and yet it will not censent to close one 
street nor will it agree to depress its streets 
sufficiently to allow the roads to pags over 
them. 

“The roads have their yards to take care 
of, and if the elevated plan could be so 
shaped as to be acceptable to the roads, 
there would always be the time of extra 
cost in hauling trains up the grade. Then, 
of course, there are property owners to be
